What Makes The 
Heart Too Fast? 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

I know that many of my readers will be en- 
couraged to know that when the heart beats too 
rapidly, the cause is very often due to some 
cause outside the heart itself. In simple tachy- 
cardia the heart is frequently perfectly healthy 
and the palpitation is therefore not caused by 
heart trouble. 

When the heart 
speeded up, the most likely 
offender is the stomach and 
disteuition of the stomach re- 
sulting from faulty habits of 
eating may very easily induce 
pressure up against the 
heart. When the stomach is 
too full, either as the result 
of eating too much, or as the 
Dr. result of gas formation, it may 

; crowd against the heart, and 
the heart responds to that mechanical pressure 
by becoming fast. Many times, the patient has 
learned through past experience that the tak- 
ing of baking soda or some similar remedy will 
quiet down the stomach and the heart rate at

Rapid beating of the heart may also be pro- 


duced from toxic irritation, For example, when 
the body is in a toxic condition as a result of 
faulty habits of living, the blood will reflect the 
change away from the normal and as the blood 
passes through the heart, this organ will re- 
spond by becoming faster. The acute toxemias 
seen in fever are also capable of causing the 
heart to beat rapidly. The over-use of coffee, 
the 


tea, and tobacco may likewise influence 
heart rate. When the thyroid gland is working 
overtime, the excess secretion of the thyroid 


substance will cause a very fast heart rate. 
Colitis is another potent cause of rapid beat- 
ing of the heart. In such cases, the palpitation 
is reflex in nature and the action of the heart 
is increased through the influence of the sym- 
system. Or, the heart may

speed up as the result of a mild, chronic, low- | 


grade infection Such an infection may be 
located at the root of a tooth, within a sinus 
cavity, within a tonsil, within a gall bladder 


that is not doing its work in a normal manner, 
or elsewhere. 

While stomach trouble or disturbances lower 
down in the digestive tube are the chief causes 
of tachycardia, or swiftness of the heart keat, 
next in importance is a nervous disturbance. 
Undoubtedly, the symptom of palpitation is 
found very frequently among those patients who 
are conscious of being nervous. Such patients 
often have an underlying nervous instability 
which causes them to respond in an exaggerated 
degree to stimuli. They do not stand up well 
under strain, excitement or emotional stress. 
The emotions of fear and anger are the two 
which are the most powerful in bringing on a 
rapid beating of the heart, and this effect is pro- 
duced through the effect of such emotions on 
the sympathetic nervous system and the duct- 
less glands.

@ single Harbor Board located at Ottawa, composed of Deputy 
Ministers and Civil Servants and having power over all port 
development in Canada, have nothing to do with the facts of the 
case 


The British have given great gtudy to harbor and port de- 
velopment, the overseas and coasting trades of Great Britain being 
properly classified as major national necessities. 


It has been found in Great Britain that the one and only way 
to keep harbor and port development in a due state of progress 
and conservation is by the creation of local harbor boards. Noth- 
ing else has worked satisfactorily 


The Port of London Authority, working almost in the 
shadows of the British Houses of Parliament at Westminster, has 
control of the river Thames and its docks and warehouses, one 
of the largest port, dock and harbor enterprises in the world. 


At Liverpool the Mersey Board controls all port and har- 
bor facilities in connection with Britain's great western metro- 


polis 


The Tyne district, the Tees district; the Severn and Bristol 
Channel district; the Clyde Board, and some one hundred and up- 
wards of other port and harbor boards, exist as proof of the fact 
that local effort and control is the vital factor in a successful na- 
tional system of port development
